Oyster Bay, N. Y., July 7.—Albert J. 
Beveridge, United States senator from 
Indiana, and one of theeemost promi- 
rent and consistent of the “pro- 
gressive” republicans, came dcwn from 
Sagamore Hil! this afternoon with a 
promise from Theodore Roosevelt to 
deliver a-campaign speech in his fight 
for reelection the senate. Mr. 
Beveridge departed content and smil- 
ing, but he left it for the colonel to 
make announcement of the proposed 
campaign speech in the senator's be- 
half. And this is what Mr. Roosevelt 
said: ’ 


“Mr. Foulke and Mr. Swift came to 
Sagamore Hill last night and spent the 
night here. They came to request me 
to go to Indiana and speak in behalf 
of Senator Bevertdge. I promised 
them that I would.” 

He added that he had agreed today 
to make only one speech for the sen- 
ator, and as far as is now known he 
will make only one. The time and 
place for this speech has becn 
fixed. 


Roosevelt Alda Tariff Knocker. 

Those who have followed the politi- 
cal conferences at Oyster Bay since 
Theodore Reosevelt’s return share the 
belief that he has been feeling his way 
cautiously in his attitude toward the 
administration and the insurgents, but 
today’s incidents are considered the 
most important yet developed. Sena- 
tor Beveridge is making his fight for 
reelection as an insurgent. He 1s op- 
posed’ by John W. Kern, who ran with 
Bryan in the last campaign. 

In his fight the senator is placing 
himself squarely against President 
Taft, inscfar as the tariff law figures. 
The law which the president has da- 
fended as the “best tariff measure 
ever’ is denoynced without equivoca- 
tion by the senator and the same re- 
publican state convention which in- 
dorses Beveridge for another term vir- 
tually repudiated the law. In the sen- 
ate Beveridge fought the bill to the 
‘ast, and then voted against it. 

Taft and Beveridge. 

It is pointed out, however, that with 
this exception President Taft and the 
senator from Indiana have been puli- 
ing together as far as administration 
policies are concerned. There has 
been no break between them. The 
president entrusted to the senator the 
ccnduct of two administration meas- 
ures at the last session of congress— 
the statehood bill and the Alaska gov- 
ernment bill. And, although the sen- 
lator worked faithfully with the insur- 
Bent band in the senate and nad a 
hand in the alteration of Presi@ént 
Taft's railroad bill, he supported the 
administration in the last session 
when the votes were taken.

al important matters pertaining to ad- 
vertising. 

The question of the Atlanta adver- 
tising men’s representation at the na- 
tional convention of the Associated Ad- 
vertising Clubs of America, +2 be held 
in Omaha, Neb., July 18, 19 and 20, was 
brought up, and ft ~Was*then that the 
enthusiasm of ‘the members and their 
belief in the upbulilding work of adver- 
tising was shown. Samuel C. Dobbs, 
gereral advertising and sales manager 
of the Coca-Cola Company, and a na- 
tive Atlantan, was elected, at the na- 
tional meeting held last year at Louis- 
ville, as national! president, and the 
members of the Atlanta Ad Men's Club 
have determined to have a large and 
enthusiastic delegation to carry every- 
thing before them at the Omaha con- 
vention. 

Several strong speeches commending 
Mr. Dobbs’ work were made, resolu- 
tions were passed calling on the At- 
lanta city counci) and the Chamber of 
Commerce to join with the Ad Men’s 
Club in making a strong represen- 
tation to Omaha, and it was the unant- 
mous opinion that the next annual con- 
vention should be invited to Atlanta. 

Over a Thousand Delegates Attend. 

At the convention last vear at Louls- 
ville over 1,000 keen, aggressive busi- 
ness men engaged in advertising lines 
attended the meeting. It is estimated 
that some 1,500 delegates will be pres- 
ent at Omaha this year, and with the 
growth of the Associated Advertising 
Clubs of America, it is felt that should 
Atlanta secure the next convention it 
would mean the bringing to this city 
of nearly 2,000 representative adver- 
tising agents, solicitors, writers, mag- 
azine owners, advertising managers 
and buyers of advertising space from 
all over the United States. 

Council will be waited upon by a 
committee from the Atlanta Ad Men's 
Club, who will ask that a fund be or- 
dered set aside with which to send dele- 
gates to the Omaha convention and 
make a strong fight to bring the next 
meeting to Atlanta. The cities of 
Richmond, Va.,, and Boston, Mass., as 
well as Chicago, are known to be after 
this convention, but it is thought that 
Atlanta will have a splendid chance to 
secure it, provided a strong and en- 
thusilastic delegation is sent. 

The advertising men showed § their 
strong interest by subscribing over $200 
towards defraying the expenses of a 
delegation, and this amount will be 
largely increased when letters concern- 
ing the movement are sent out to the 
150 members of the Atlanta organiza- 
tion. By the election last year of S. C. 
Dobbs as national president, Atlanta 
and the south have been signally hon- 
ored, and as the members of the Omaha 
Advertising Club were among the most 
enthusiastic supporters of Mr. Dobbs 
when he was elected, Atlanta wants to 
return the courtesy by having a full 
ear of delegates attend the convention 
at Omaha.

“This simply means that Jake Wells 
is living squarely up to his plat- 
form,” said Hugh Cardoza last night. 
“Mr. Wells has never been for the de- 
struction of any booking agency or 
any producer, but for three years has 
not been idle a minute in his determin- 
ed effort to open the doors of all 
theaters to ail producers alike for the 
benefit of the theater-goergs and for 
the profit of the managers, or the op- 
erating owner. 

“Jake Wells. won his points right 
along and despite the declaration from 
the opposition to the ‘open door,’ that 
that movement would never be suc- 
cessful, the firm of Klaw & Erlanger 
recently sent out a message to al!

President Is Pushing the 
Conservation Policy. 


Lands Withdrawn From the 
Public Domain Contain Coal. 
The Withdrawals Are Made 
Under the Law Recently 
Passed by Congress. 


Beverly, Mass. July 7.—Continuing 
his policy of practical conservation, 
President Taft late tonight signed ore 
ders withdrawing 35,073,164 acres of 
coal lands from the public domain in 
the states of North and South Dakota, 
Washington, Utah, Colorado and the 
territory of Arizona. 

Of the total withdrawals 20,698,469 
acres are new, while 14,374,696 acres 
are covered in confirmations and ratifi- 
cations under the new law, approved 
June 25, of withdrawals made during 
the past four years by both Rresident 
Roosevelt and President Taft. 

North and South Dakota Affected, 

North and SoutheDakota are the twe 
States affected by the new withdraw- 
als. From the public domain in Nerth 
Dakota, thé™president has withdrawn 
from settlement 17,528,182 acres of jand 
believed to contain workdbie coal. In 
South Dakota the amount withdrawn 
is 2,770,287 acres. 

Previous withdrawals confirmed by 
the president tnnight are divided 
among the several states as follows: 

Washington, 2,207,967 acres; Arizona, 
161,280 acres; Utah, $5,814,287 acrea, 
and Colorado, 6,191,161 acres. 

The withdrawal orders, prepared by 
the geological survey and approved by 
the secretary of the interior, reached 
Beverly from Washington late tonight. 
They were sent tonight to the Taft 
cottage on Burgess Point, where they 
were signed by the president. 

All Under New Law. 

All of the withdrawals and § e6on- 

fimnations were made under the new 
law passed at the last session of con- 
gress which definitely authorized the 
president to withdraw various lands 
from entry pending their classification 
and special disposition by congress. 
The president urged this law ag the 
first step in his plan for practical con- 
servation. He hopes to secure addi- 
tional legislation at the coming session 
with the térms 
under which water power sites, coal, 
petroleum and phosphate lands may be 
disposed of. 
' Director George Otis Smith, of the 
geological survey, in his recommenda- 
tion for withdrawals in North and 
South Dakota says: 

“A consideration of the informa-

Senate Appoints Com- 


mittee to Consider 
Evans Property. 


The senate yesterday made the first 
move toward the purchase of the 
Evans property, near Chattanooga, 
Tenn., for the use of the Western and 
Atlantic railroad by adopting a resolu- 
tion of Senator Gordy for the appoint- 
ment of a joint committee of three 
from the senate and five from the 
house to go to Chattanooga and in- 
Spect the sites offered the state. 

The main objection now heard to 
the Evans site of 234% acres, on which 
Governor Brown has secured options, 
is that it is too far from the center 
of the city of Chattanooga fo be avail- 
@blie for freight yards. 

On this point the governor has ex- 
Neaened the opinion that the two miles 
difference will be immaterial, for the 
reason that 90 per cent of the freight 
handled in Chattanooga by the West- 
ern and Atlantic railroad moves south. 
Freight sent to the yards is thus start- 
ed on its way south. Freight moving 
from the south to Chattanooga -and 
stopped fn the yards, does not move an 
unnecessary mile. 

As to the difference of two miles in 
handling trains, that is immaterial, it 
ig said, looked at in connection with 
the ‘site and price of the Evans tract. 

Throughout. the discussion Governor 
Brown has preserved a silence follow- 
ing the submission of his message. It 
is apparently of little consequence to 
him what the legislature decides to do. 
He opposed what he considered a bad 
barguin and refused to exercise the 
discretion given him to purchase the

Bill Introduced for Sup- 


pression of Contagious 


Diseases Among Stock. 


The state department of agriculture 
is very much interested in the passage 
of a bill just introduced in the house 
by Dr. Hardman, of Jackson county, 
for the suppression of contagious dis- 
eases among the live stock of Georgia. 

The recent epidemic of hog cholera 
in southwest Georgia is being referred 
to by the commissioner of agriculture 
as showing the importance to the live 
stock industry of the state of being 
prepared to fight these epidemics. 

On the farm of W. B. Roddenbery, in 
Grady county, hog cholera broke out 
and reduced the herd from 170 head to 
60 head within a few days. The agri- 
cultural department requested Peter 
F. Bahnsgen, of Americus, a veterin- 
arian of the department, to go to the 
scene of the trouble. Dr. Bahnsen did 
so, and found nine hogs sick with the 
@holera. He inoculated all the hogs 
with the serum discovered by Dr. Dor- 
gett, of the United States department 
of agriculture, and the epidemic of 
cholera was stopped. Four of the nine 
hogs died, but none of the others were 
taken sick. 

The serum costs 60 cents a dose, and 
it is proposed to equip a laboratory for 
its manufacture in Georgia and dis- 
tribute it at actual cost. It is thought 
the cost can be reduced to 30 cents a 
dose, and that the benefit to the live 
stock interests of the state will be 
invaluable. 

The bill of Dr. Hardman designed 
to accomplish this result, and to thus 
aid in the suppression of contagious 
diseases, authorizes the state veter- 
inarian, under the direction of the com- 
missioner of agriculture, to undertake 
a vigorous campaign for the suppres- 
sion of all contagivus diseases among 
live stock, including hog cholera, tu- 
berculosis of cattle, glanders among 
horses and mules, and any other con- 
tagious disease existing among cattle 
in the state. 

The laboratory for the manufacture 
of the serum is to be established at 
the State Agricultural college at 
Athens, and $3,000 is appropriated in 
the bill for_this purpose. For field 
work, $2,000 "is made available. The 
serum: to be -manufactured is to be 
distributed among the people wanting 
it, at aciual cost. The money so re- 
ceived is to be put back into the 
laboratory with the idea of making it 
self-sustaining.

The bill of Senator Callaway, of 
Wilkes county, providing for the pro- 
tection of Georgia fish and game, was 
brought before the committee yester- 
day afternoon and referred to a sub- 
committee, which will amend and re- 
vise it and report at a meeting to be 
held next Thursday. 

The committee on the fish and game 
laws met in,.the hall of the house of 
representatives at 3:30 o'clock to hear 
speeches from various men interested 
in the movement for game protection. 
Enthusiastic speeches favoring the bi!l 
were heard from a large delegation. 
among them being Charles I. Davis, of 
Warm Springs, president of the State 
Game Preserve Association; Charles &. 
Hopkins, Hon. John H. Wallace, Jr., 
State game warden of Alabama and 
author of the Aiabama game law, and 
Mr. Haskell, of Savannah. 

Ward Allen, of Savannah, vehement- 
ly. opposed the bill unless it should 
be amended, in a both humorous and 
pointed argument. Mr. Allen, who is 
a well-posted hunter and author of a 
number of important articles on the 
game question, bore written indorse- 
ments from the officials of Chatham 
county and the city of Savannah. In 
kis speech he thoroughly ridiculed the 
bill, its author and the legislature. 
and strenuously advocated changes 
opposing strongly the protection of 
immigration of birds.

Civic Center Bill Is In- 
troduced in the 


House. 


An important step toward securing 
the construction of the plaza to con- 
nect the Washington, Whitehall, Broad 
and Forsyth streets viaducts was 
taken yesterday -when Messrs. Brown, 
McElreath and Alexander, of Fulton 
county, introduced in the house of rep- 
resentatives a bill authorizing the city 
to erect the plaza. 

It is necessary to secure the per- 
mission of the state to construct the 
plaza, because it is to be located over 
the Western and Atlantic railroad, 
which is the property of the state, and 
it is planned to erect an office build- 
ing where the union depot now stands. 

The measure also gives the city the 
right of eminent domain over the prop- 
erty of any other railroad which may 
be involved in the erection of the 
plaza, or individual which may be 
involved in the erection | of the 
property, so that such property may 
be condemned, if necessary. 

It is also provided in the bill that 
the plaza shall be constructed by @ 
corporation, which shall be governed 
by a board of directors of fifteen mem- 
bers, among whom shall be the gov- 
ernor, the attorney general, the chair- 
ran of the railroad commission, the 
mayor of Atlanta and the chairmen of 
the finance and the street committees 
of the council of Atlanta. 

Every effort will be made to secure 
the passage of the bill at the present 
session of the legislature.

MUST CH7E PROOF 
BEFORE JUNE FIRST 


When Man Removes to 
AnotherCounty After 
Registering. 


The Constitution yesterday received 
the following letter asking about the 
right to vote of a man who changes 
his resideace after registering: 

“Editor Constitution: Will you please 
examine section 10 of the registration 
laws, acts of 1908, page 62, and let the 
people of Georgia know through your 
valuable peper how a party removing 
from one county to another in this 
state between the time of registering 
andi the time of election can be allow- 
ed to vote. That section pretends to 
provide for such, but is utterly unin- 
telligible as it is printed. Yours very

Reference to the registration law as 
amended by act of 1908 shows that a 
citizen of Georgia who registers in one 
county and later removes to another, 
is allowed, according to the best un- 
derstanding of the law’s provisions, to 
appear before the registrars and show 
that he is a qualified voter. 

However, if he removes his residence 
after June 1, he will not be allowed to 
vote in the new county of his resi- 
dence. The law requires that tax col- 
lectors in cach county shall furnish al- 
phabetical lists of registered voters to 
the registrars ten days after the 
books close. The registrars are to meet 
on April 20 following (or on Monday, 
the 21st, if the 20th falls on Sunday), 
and examine the lists and revise them. 
They must finish their work by June 1 

Thus, if a voter presents to the regis- 
trars proof that he is registered in an- 
other county, on or before June 1, he 
will be entitled to vote in the new 
county of his residence. After that 
date, he cannot be éntered on the lists. 

Section 10 of the act approved Au- 
gust 15, 1908, reads (The punctuation 
is carefully followed): 

“Section 10. Be it further enacted, 
That if any person shall change his 
residence from one militia district to 
another or from one county to another 
between the time of paying his taxes 
and signing the oath in the voters’ 
book and the time of any election in 
the district or county into which he 
removes oe placed upon the list of 
rejristered voters for the district or 
cour.ty into which he has so removed 
for said election at which he would 
be qualified to vote, he shall have the 
right upon application to the registrars 
and satisfactory proof before them 
that he will be qualified to vote at 
said electiin, with the same rights as 
others registcred for said election.”

FOR SANTTARIUM 


Favorable Action by the 
House Committee. 


Sum Is to Be Used for Mainte- 
nance and for Making Im- 
provements --- Superintendent 
L. M. Jones Tells of the Needs 
of the Institution. 


Appropriations amounting to $186,- 
600, to be used for maintenance and 
for making improvements at the state 
sanitarium at Milledgeville, were 
given favorable consideration by the 
house committee on appropriations at 
a meeting held yesterday afternoon. 

The bills making thesé extra ap- 
propriations to the state institution 
for the insane were introduced by Mr. 
Vinson, of Baldwin, and in addition to 
the author there were several other 
persons present who were interested 
in the measures and who urged their 
favorable consideration. 

For Erection of Hospftal. 

One of the bills provided for an 
appropriation of $60,000 for the erec- 
tion of a hospita) for the treatment of 
patients afflicted with diseases ee 
than mental diseases. 

Another bill provides for the appro- 
priation of $36,600 for the purpose of 
making repairs on buildings at the 
asylum, such as* enlarging the kitchen, 
and to put in a track scale for the 
weighing of coal. 

A third bill provides for the appro- 
priation of $50,000 for the maintenance 
of the institution, in addition to the 
regular annua! appropriations for this 
purpose. It provides that of this sum 
$25,000 shall be available in 1910 and 
$35,000 shall be available in 1911. 

A fourth bill provides for the ap- 
propriation of $15,000 for the erection 
of a tuberculosis hospital, and a fifth 
appropriates $15,000 for the building 
of an underground water reservoir. 

Needs of Institution. 


Representatives of the state 
tarium at Milledgeville appeared be- 
fore the committee to present the needs 
of that institution. The authorities in- 
sist that at least $50,000 will be needed 
this vear to maintain the iarge property 
and the 4,000 patients who are treated 
each year. 

In addition to an increase in the 
regular fund for maintenance, the san- 
itarium oficials asked for $15,000 for a 
tuberculosis hospital. This is repre- 
sented to be an actual necessity if the 
inmates are to be protected from the 
scourges of this disease. Another im- 
peratively-needed improvement was 4a 
home for the nurses, which would cost 
$30,000. 

The principal statement before the 
committee was made by Dr. L. M. Jones, 
superintendent of the sanitarium. He 
said the average number of patients 
maintained in the hospital last year 
was 3,300, although 4,000 had been 
trtated during the year. There are 295 
epileptics and 77 feeble-minded chil- 
dren, whom he thought ought to be 
cared for in some other way than in 
such an institution. He also pointed 
out that senile old people should not 
be committed to the institution. 

Nurses’ Home Needed. 


The difficulty of keepisg nurses at 
the sanitarium was stressed by | 
Jones. He said the work was hard and 
the pay small. 

As to the pay of resident physicians, 
he said they were paid $600 for the 
first year’s work, and $1,200 the sec- 
ond year. 

Dr. Jones stated that at the close 
of the war there was only one negro 
inmate: in 1882, there were 275, and at 
present, 1,100 negroes. This number, he 
said, was larger than should be con- 
fined in the space available for negro 
patients. He said $100,000 a year was

Bill to Prohibit Them Acting as 
Managers and Clerks

By the vote of 113 to 4, the house of 
representatives yesterday 
passed the bill by Mr. McCarthy, 
Chatham, prohibiting city officials and 
employees from acting as managers

The bill as originally prepared by Mr. 
McCarthy provided that the law should 
apply only to cities of not less than 
10,000 population. The corporations 
committee, which had it under consid- 
eration, amended the bill so that it 
should read “in cities of not less than 
5,000 population.” 

Mr. Edwards, of Walton, offered an 
amendment striking the population 
clausé, and inserting in leu thereof 
“any incorporated city in said state,” 
and the amendment was adopted. 

The original bill also provided that 
no votes polled at a ballot box where 
a city employee or official presided as 
manager should be counted. Mr. Full- 
bright, of Burke, objected to this fea- 
ture On the ground that it visits the 
penalty upon the voted and not upon 
the guilty official. An amendment 
which he offered was adopted, pro- 
viding that any person violating the 
law should be punished as for a misde- 
meanor.

This law has never been amended; 
therefore the position of general man- 
ager was created by the board, by 
implication, under the “clerks and 
laborers” clause of the act. 

Likewise, under the present charter 
amendment bill, which has already 
been introduced, it is stated the elec- 
tion by the people would not take 
place until December, 1911, 
vides that such election shall take 
place at the expiration. of the incum- 
bent’s term. Inasmuch as the office 
is not a statutory one, there is some 
dispute on this point.

House defeats the bill provid- 
ing for compulsory education, 
the bill lacking six votes of the 
number necessary for a consti- 
tutional amendment.

House passes measure prohib- 
iting city officials and em- 
ployees from acting as mana- 
gers. 
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For the lack of six votes, making a 
constitutional majority of 93, the com- 
pulsory education bill was defeated in 
the house of representatives yesterday. 
The vote on the measure was 87 for to 
68 against. 


| mixtures. 
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As soon as the result of the vote 
was announced, Dr. Littleton, of Rich- 
mond, stated that, at the proper time 
he would move to reconsider the actio 
of the house in defeating the measur 
There were nearly forty members .« 
the house who were either absent 
failed to vote on the measure, and the 
advocates of the measure believe that 
with every member present who favors 
it its passage is assured. 

Provisions of Bill. 

The bill was introduced by Mr. Lit- 
tleton, of Richmond, but. the commit- 
tee on education which had it under 
consideration offered a substitute bill, 
which Mr. Littleton favored, and this 
was the measure which the house de- 
feated Thursday morning. 

The bill provided that every parent 
or person having under his or her con- 
trol a child of school age should be 
required to send it to school for a 


year; that the county or cfty boards 
of education shall have the power of 
enforcing the provisions of the act, and 
that a fine of not more than $10 or im- 
prisonment not exceeding ten days 
should be imposed upon persons found 
guilty of not complying with the act. 

The provisions of the act did not ap- 
ply to children who have completed the 
fourth grade of school work, nor to 
those who are mentally and physically 
disabled, nor to those living more than 
3’ miles from a schoolhouse. 

To Protect the Child. 

The consideration of the measure 
provoked a rather warm discussion. 

Mr. Littleton opened the argument in 
its behalf. He said that the bill is de- 
signed to protect the child whose par- 
ents are careless and shiftless, and 
who allow it to grow up in ignorance. 
He showed how Georgia is far behind 
in educational matters, and that the 
only way to secure the presence of 
thousands of children of the state in 
the schools is to force them to go. 

Mr. Baker, of Lumpkin, the first 
speaker to oppose the bill, declared it 
strikes a direct blow at the liberty of 
the people, and that he is opposed to 
anything which has in it the essence 
of compulsion. Mr. Baker declared he 
is an ardent advocate of education, but 
he believes the people of the state wil] 
send their children to school without 
having to be forced: to d® it. - 

Mr. Hardeman, of Jefferson, urged 
that the bill be defeated on the groune 
that.it is not necessary. He said thev 
do not need it in his county, and they 
do not need it anywhere else in the 
state. 

“Will the gentleman tell us how high 
up Jefferson county stands in the per- 
centage of illiteracy?” asked Mr. 
Brown, of Murray. 

Jefferson Record Furnished. 

Mr. Hardeman was sure he did not 
know. 

“Then, if I will furnish him the ree- 
ord showing that Jefferson county has 
a very large percentage of illiterates, 
will the gentleman read it?” 

“I will be glad to do so,” 
speaker. 

Mr. Brown handed Mr. Hardeman the 
record, but the gentleman from Jeffer.« 
son never referred to it any more. He 
declared, however, that Jefferson coun- 
iy is Just about as well off. when it 
comes to intelligence, as most any 
other county in Georgia.

He said the 
time has come when Georgia should 
force people who have children to send 
them to school. Their failure to do so, 
he said, enured to the injury of the en- 
tire state. He scoffed at the idea of 
paternalism which some speaker had 
suggested, and declared that there is 
not a single class of people in this 
state whose private business is not 
protected by paternalism, and that the 
farmer, the banker, the shipper, all, in- 
voke the paternal aid of the state in 
the conduct of their business. 

Mr. McElreath, of Fulton, pointed out 
that Georgia is one of only seven 
states in the union which have not en- 
acted a compulsory education law. 

Other Counties Need Bill. 

Mr. Fullbright, of Burke, declared 
that, while Jefferson county and Lump- 
kin county may not need this law, 
there are other counties in the state 
which do need it, because shiftless and 
careless parents do not allow their 
children to take advantage the 
schools. 

Mr. Lovejoy, of Troup, argued in 
behalf of his amendment au- 
thorizing the county boards.of educa: 
tion to say to what children the pro- 
visions of the law may apply. 

Mr. Edwards, of Walton, presented 
the argument that 12 per cent of the 
white children between the ages of 10 
to 14, one out of five, can neither read 
nor write.

REGULATING JUSTICES OF THE PEACE. 


Gratifying progress is promised by the recent action of the 
Fulton county commissioners regarding readjustment in justice 
court jurisdiction. 

The commissioners indorsed a recommendation by the May 
grand jury that the jurisdiction-of justices of the peace be restricted 
to their respective districts. 

They also adopted a resolution by Commissioner Palmer, which 
requests Fulton county’s legislative representatives to vitalize this 
change at the current session of the general assembly. 

While the legislature is about it, its plain duty is to make a 
clean sweep and revolutionize the system generally. 

The whole justice court procedure of the state is antiquated, 
and takes little cognizance of the change in living conditions or of 
the rapid multiplication of other courts and jurisdictions. 

It is also too loose, and susceptible of misinterpretation, so 
that in the past it has often happened that the most grievous mal- 
practice sprung up under the guise of legality. 

There have been abuses here and there in,the justice courts 1r 
Atlanta, as well as throughout the state. 

And, as a matter of fact, the possibility of abuse is inseparable 
from tribunals that may legally operate, sometimes with an arbi- 
trary power not possessed by higher courts, and, again, with a per- 
version of function which works hardship on the needy, the friend- 
less or the unsuspecting. 

We believe the great majority of justices will themselves wel- 
come a radical revision of the procedure under which they operate. 
The legislature could direct its energies toward no reform more 
practical or needful.

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INCREASING THE JUDGES’ SALARIES. 


It is to be hoped the general assembly will see fit to place its 
approval upon measures now up for its* consideration, the enact- 
ment of which would mean substantial and deserved increase in 
the salaries of judges of the supreme court and of the court of 
appeals. 

The bill touching the salaries of the justices of the court of 
appeals has passed the senate. It now goes back to the house for 
concurrence in the senate amendment, wherein the salary is in- 
creased from four to five thousand dollars a year. 

It is a debatable question if the entire judicial system of Geor- 
gia. does not demand rearrangement, both as to machinery and 
salaries. But the general assembly should at least provide for 
proper compensation for the judiciary upon the work of which so 
much depends concerning the speedy and impartial administration 
of justice in Georgia. 

It is common knowledge that it is often an act of personal sac- 
rifice for a man to accept an appointment, especially on the supreme 
bench. With the cost of living and conditions generally recording 
material change, the status is not only unjust, but is apt, at any 
time, to bar the state from obtaining the best talent at its disposal. 

The relief asked is not unreasonable, and should be accorded.

These property owners 
are now complaining, and they have a right to complain at the 
delay. 

Others living along these streets have been slow in effecting 
connections. In some instances, the fact that the c'tv not

FAVORS. CHANGES 
IN DIVORCE LAWS 


Judge Ellis Expresses His 
Disapproval of Whaole- 


sale Divorces. 


the last undefended 
divorce case of the term yesterday 
morning, Judge W. D. Ellis expressed 
his disapproval of the wholesale di- 
vorces which are being granted nowa- 
days, and said that it was his intention 
to go before the judiciary committee of 
the legislature to tell them his views 
in the matter, suggesting remedial 


legislation. 

Judge Ellis said that the real reason 
why so many divorces are sought is 
because it is so easy to obtain them, 
no corroborative testimony being re- 
quired. During the present session of 
the “divorce court” seventy, or more, 
were granted; at the session just pre- 
ceding this one, just as many were 
granted. “And it happens six times @ 
year,” said the judge. 

“So many divorces are destroying 
the home centers,” Judge Ellis said, 
“and the home is the strength of the 
city, the county, the state, and the 
country. To destroy the home means 
to destroy the larger units.” 

“and the evil is growing every day,” 
the judge continued. “The slightest 
pretext is seized upon-as just grounds 
for divorce, and from a little disagree- 
ment between husband and wife a seri- 
ous quarrel often results, leading 
straight to the divorce court. 

“We need more stringent laws, and 
I shall talk to the judiciary committee 
on the subject and endeavor to show 
them the need of curbing by legisla- 
tion the divorce evil,” the judge said 
in conclusion. ,

WEYLER METHODS 
USED IN NICARAGUA 
Reconcentrado System Put in 


Force by the Agents 
of Madriz. 


Washington, July 7—A repetition of 
the Weyler reconcentrado system in 
Cuba, which caused widespread criti 
cism just before the opening of, the 
war with Spain, has been inaugurated 
in Nicaragua by the government au- 
thorization, according to advices to 
the state department today. Prob- 
ably 5,000 people in the vicinity of the 
city of Granada are ordered to con 
centrate at Granada, under an order 
issued by Sebastian Salinas, the politi- 
cal chief and commandant of the 
fortress of the department of Granada, 
Nicaragua. 

This order was published itn “FA 
Commercioc,” a Managua newspaper, 
and transmitted to the state depart- 
ment here as follows: 

“1. Within 24 hours from the pres- 
ent moment all the inhabitants of the 
Mombache Ridge shall assemble at 
Granada, without distinction of sex or 
age. 
a8. Persons not complying with this 
regulation shall be treated as revolu- 
tionists and dealt with as such.” 

According to the view here, this 
erder would give the Granada military 
regime eufficient pretext to go up ints 
the Mombache Ridge where a sponta- 
neous revolution recently wag put 
down, and shoot or kill any one who 
refused to obey the concentration 
edict.

IN FREIGHT RATES 
Two North Carolina Towns 


Win Before the Com- 
mission. 


Washington. July 7.—The interstate 
commerce commission today ordered 
a reduction in through freight rates 
to Winston-Salem and Durham, N. C. 
It amounts to about 9 cents a hun- 
dred pounds on first-class freight and 
from 4 to 8 cents a hundred pounds 
on hay, grain and packing house 
products. 

Some time ago a complaint was filed 
with the commission by the corpora- 
tion commission of North Carolina 
against the Norfolk and Western Rail- 
way Company and other ca rs, al- 
leging discrimination agai Win- 
ston-Salem and Durham by the rail- 
roads, and alleging also discrimina- 
tory and unreasonable rates to those 
points from Chicago, East St. Louis, 
Cincinnati and Louisville, through 
Lynchburg and Roanoke. 

The commission held that the com- 
plainants’ charge of discrimination was 
not sustained, but that the present 
class rates of the Norfolk and West- 
ern from Roanoke and Lynchburg to 
Winston-Salem and.Durham were un- 
reasonable and that the existing class 
rates via the same route from Cin- 
cinnati to Winston-Salem and Durham 
were unjust and unreasonable.

Rumors to this effect have been per 
sistent of ‘ate in quarters usually well 
informed, and some responsible Latin- 
American repubiics admitted their ap- 
proximate trith, though none wauld 
permit himself to be quoted. The 
ruyyrors have led to lively exchange of 
information among the Central and 
South American diplomats here. Of - 
ficials of the state Cepartment are 
watching the situation clorely.

How This Country Has Offended. 

Doubt exists in Washington as to 
just what steps of the American gov- 
ernment toward her sister republics 
have given offense. The only con- 
crete point mentioned in this connec- 
tion was first phrased by Madriz, pres- 
ident of the government at Managua, 
when he protested against the action 
of American marines in preventing an 
attack by the Madriz forces upon the 
city of Bluefields. This was done on 
the ground that American intcrests 
were extensive there, and followed the 
precedent of the British government 
in prohibiting figtting in Grevtown 
On Similar grounds. Later the Venus 
was prohibited by the American offi- 
cals from firing on Blueficlds. 

“According to international law,’ 
said Madriz in a note te the American 
consul at Managua, “no netural gov- 
ernment mav impede or disturb in 
time of war legitimate military cper- 
aticns of belligerents. Foreigners, 
equally with nationais, are subject to 
the contingencies of these operations.” 

Madriz not only means this to be 
communicated to \me American gov- 
ernment, but has protested to every 
and South American govern- 
iaent against the attitude of the 
United States. 

Attitude of United States Delegates. 

‘ On the ciplomatic attitude of the 
American delegates to the conference 
may depend largely the outcome of 
the matter. In thys delegation ar, 
such experienced diplomats us Henry 
White, ambassador to Italy and later 
to France; Dr. Jchn Bassett Moore, a 
recognized authority on internationa} 
law; also Enoch Herpert Crowder, of 
Missouri; Lewis Nixon, of New York:

Louisville, -July With cloud- 
bursts and drouths spotting the Ken- 
tucky map and a great overplus of 
rain in Tennessee and southern  In- 
diana, the crop situation for nearly 200 
miles north, east, south and west of 
Louisville has reached an acute 
stage. Too wet or too dry weather 
has not only cut the product of the 
truck gardens and small fruit farms 
a full 50 per cent, but has wrought un- 
told damage to the staples — corn, 
wheat and tobacco. Excepting corn 
and—in some favored liocalities—to- 
bacco, the time for replanting has 
nearly paesed, with no prospects for 
recuperation in those crops. Clover, 
hay, potatoes, etc., are rotting in the 
fields. Some Kentucky counties have 
not been visiteu by a growing rain 
since the first of May. 

On the other hand northern Ken- 
tucky, Tennessee and southern In- 
digéna have been visited by gencral 
heavy rains for seven successive days 
which, in some sections, have been 
veritable cloudbursts. The general 
crop situation in consequence is the 
most discouraging in many years. 
Traffic delays have been numerous, 
but trunk lines thus far have man- 
aged to get their trains through with- 
Out general tie-ups.
